Bloemfontein, Mar. 23, 1900. 

My Dear Parents,—It affords me 
great pleasure to answer your letter 
which I grot a day ago. I am pleas- 
ed to know that you are all well,; for 
mjyself I feel just as young as when 
you last saw me, yet how little can 
you realize of what we who were 
spared have went through—a large 
number are turning grey. I can 
assure (you, unless one is strong and 
healthy, it is no place because some 
days we get a meal and some days we 
get less, and we hadtomarch from 13 
to 20 miles a dajy. I never felt bet- 
ter tham { did through all the trying 
circumstances, when you can fancy 
for (yourself starting at 6 o'clock at 
night and marching until 5 o'clock 
next morning, covering 24 miles, and 
then only getting two biscuits, a 
drink of coffee, then wade across a 
river up to your neck, and march 
two miles and ‘then run across an 


open field for about 600 yards and 
bullets fhying thick and fast, rain- 
ing, and then having to stay under 
fire for 13 hours without any thing 
more to eat, it made most of tha 
bdys feel older. ‘That was our first 
fight, in which we lost about a hun- 
dred. Altogether we had 800 killed 
ang wounded. On Tuesday following 
we had the Boers one-pounder firing 
at us. It made such a terrible noise 
that we did not mind the noise of the 
bullets. But oh, how, the boys hated 
the shells, which of course, if it hit 
you it would mean no chance of ever 
seeing home again. Then on the 27th 
of February at 2 o'clock in the morn- 
ing we left our trenches and made 
an advance on the Boer trenches. 
We got within 40 yards of them be- 
fore thely fired on us and then how 
the bullets came. I lay. there as 
good as dead, three men near me had 
been relieved, they were shot dead. 
I was waiting for a bullet to catch 
me me and put me out of the busi- 
ness, but they came all around me 
and not one hit me; them I got out 
of patience and began firing at Mr. 
Boer who answered as soon as he 
saw the flash from my rifle. They 
began firing at me so I quilt and 
crawled back about 30 yards, dug a 
hole to lay in and began firing. We 
lost fifty more Canadians in that 
fight, but it fixed the Boers. We 
had a trench onhy 40 yardsin front 
of theirs and when they saw that 
thay knew that if they didn’t give 
in thefy would all be killed in’ twp 
dalys, so 5,000 came in with a white 
flag, leaving hundreds of good wag- 
gons, rifles and everything for us, 
We got flour, sugar, rice, oatmeal, 
cornmeal, bread, enough stuff to feed 
us all for a week, and little you know 
how glad we were to get it. We got 
here in Bloemfontein on the 15th 
of Februany. It is a very pretty 
place, only it cost about two dollars 
a daly to live I got, a small can of 
salmon and tomatoes for dinner and 
it me 88 cents. Whiskey costs 
$8.25 tu bottle here. I must now close, 
I am having o very easy time doing 
mothing but b .. bering. They make 
us drill about four hours daily. 
Remember me to all the neighbors 
and friends, I um pleased to hear 
from them all. Good-bye.

_ What do the peopte of Ontario get 
in return for, these subsidies? Noth- 
ing, absolutely nothing. These roads 
when constructed will belong entir- 
ely to the promoters, and Ontario will 
have no voice in the management of 
them. The fair and honest way, if 
these roads must be assisted, would 
be for the Ontario Government to hold 
stock to the extent of the money it 
invests. Then it would be an invest- 
ment—now it is a frealgift’ to the cor- 
porations out of the taxes of the peo- 
ple. The subsidy system is a dis- 
grace to Canadian intelligence.

But why was not Jesus 
there as he sd often had been? Far 
away in the country districts, 
preaching, healing other sick,how un- 
fortunate that this omnipotent Doc- 
tor had not been at that domestic 
crisis in Bethany. When at last 
Jesus arrived in Bethanly, Lazarus 
had been buried for dajys and disso- 
lution had taken place. In that cli- 
mate the breathless body disintegrat- 
es more rapidky than in ours. If, 
immediately after decease, the body 
had been awakened into life, unbe- 
believers might have said he was only 
im a comatose state or in a sort of 
trance and by some vigorous manipu- 
lation or powerful stimulant vital- 
iy had been renewed. No! Four 
days dead. : A 

At the door of the sepulcher is a 
crowd of people, but the three most 
memorable are Jesus, who was the 
family friend, and the two bereft sis- 
ters. We went into the traditional 
tomb one December daly, and it is 
deep down anid dark, and with torches 
we explored it. We found it gil 
quielthat afternoon of our visit, 
but the dafy spoken of in the Bible 
there was present an excited multi- 
tude. I wonder what Jesus will do? 
He orders the door of the grave re- 
moved, and then he begins to descend 
the steps, Mary and Martha, close 
after them. Deeper down into the 
shadows and deeper! The hot tears 
of Jesus roll over his. cheeks and 
splash upon the back of his hands. 

Now all the whispering and all the 
cfying and all the sounds of shuf- 
fling feet are stopped It is the sil- 
ence of expectancy. Death had con- 
quered, but now the vanquisher of 
death confronted the scene. Amid the 
awful hush of the tomb, the familiar 
name which Christ had often had up- 
on his lips in the hospitalities of the 
village home came back to his ton- 
“gue, and with a pathos and an al- 
mightiness of which the resurrection 
of the last day shall only be an echo 
he cries, “Lazarus, come forth!” 
The eyes of the slumberer open, and 
he rises and comes to the foot of the 
steps and with great difficulty begins 
to ascend, for the cerements of the 
tomb are yet on him, and his feet 
are fast and his hands are fast and 
the impediments toall his movements 
are so great that Jesus commands:

The unfortunate thing now is that 
so many Christians are only- half lib- 
erated. They have been ruised from 
the death and burial of sin into spir- 
itual life, but they have the grave- 
clothes on them. They are, like Laz- 
arus, hobbling up the stairs of the 
tomb bound hand and foot, and the 
object of this sermon is to help free 
their body and free their souls, and I 
shall try to obey the Muaster’s com- 
mand that comes to me and comes 
to everly minister of religion, “Loose 
him, and let him go!” 

Manly are bound hand and foot by 
religious creeds. Let no man misin- 
terpret me as antagonizing creeds, I 
have eight or ten of them—a creed

There are thousands 
who would not accept persons into 
church membership if they drink wine 
or if they smoke cigars or if they 
attend the theatre or if they play 
cards, or if they drive a fast horse 
But do not substitute tests which the 
Bible does not establish. L There is 
one passage of Scripture wide enough 
to let all in who ought to enter and 
to keep out all who ought to be kept 
out, “Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ 
and thou shalt be saved.” Get a 
man’s heart right, and his life will 
be right. 

Again, there are Christians who 
are under sepulchral shadows and 
fears and hoppled by doubts and fears 
and sins long ago repented of What 
they need is to understand the liber- 
ty of the sons of God. ‘They spend 
more time under the shadow of Sin- 
ai than at the base of Calvarty. 

What many of your Christians most 
need is to get your graveclothes off. 
I rejoice that you have been brought 
from the death of sim to the life of 
the gospel, but you need to get your 
hand loose, and your feet loose, and 
your tongue loose, and your soul 
loose. There is no sin that the Bible 
so arraigns and punctures and flagel- 
lates as the sin of unbelief, and that 
is what is the matter with (you.

Mr. Fielding said the estimates con- 
tained not only the $100,000 for im- 
mediate relief to the sufferers from 
tho fire, but also $20,000 to rebuild 
the Hull postoffice and $21,000 to 
repair the Dominion bridge at Chau- 
diere, in all $141,000, 

Sir Wilfrid added that the $100,- 
000 would be given to the Relief 
Committee appointed by the citizens 
of Oltawa to distribute. 

Hon, Mr. Foster's View. 

Hon. George E. Foster wanted to 
know if any conditions, absolute or 
advisory, would be attached to the 
grant, 
country Was thorough and generous, 
yet some conditions of foresight 
should find expression, 

To Keep Out Lumber, 

William Gibs6n seconded the move 
of Mr. Foster, and suggested that the 
Government should prevail upon the 
municipal authorities, so that no 
lumber should be piled within the 
precincts of Ottawa, 

Mr. Casey thought neither lumber 
nor mills should be allowed on Goy- 
ernment ground, He spoke from a 
20 years’ knowledge of Ottawa. 

Filmay Mounsea in Hull. 

Mr. Charlton blamed not the lum- 
ber piles and mills, but the charac- 
ter of the dwellings in Hull, where 
the fire originated, 
that the fire had not begun: in the 
luinber piles or property of the mill- 
owners, but in Hull, where the hous- 
es Were built of pine boards. He 


thought the houses should be built 
of brick or stone, and made fire- 
proof. 


Govorument Should See to It. 

Mr. Maclean pointed out that the 
Parliament buildings had been jeo- 
pardized several times, and that it 
Was incumbent upon the Government 
to insist upon the city’s changing its 
bylaws regarding buildings. He 
Suggested that a new clause, prohib- 
iting the piling of lumber in the lim- 
its of the city, should be inserted into 
Government water-power .contracts. 
The powor could be generated at the 
alls, but the saw mills and lumber 
piles could -just as well be several 
miles away, This should be impress- 
ed upon both cities. 

Sir Wilfrid's View, 

Sir Wilfrid declared the object of 
the grant was primarily to relieve 
the sufferers from the fire. As to the 
character of houses that should be 
built, the Government had no power 
over that. The Government could 
speak in general terms to all citi- 
zeis that they should take precau- 
tions to prevent similar conflagra- 
tions, Further, the Government had 
no power over its leases, because 
they wero still in foree, though the 
fire had destroyed mills, The owners 
of mills and yards could rebuild as 
before, and the Government _could 
not remonstrate. However, he felt 
that the sentiment of the nation at 
large Was that the Chaudiere water 
power should be made free from dan- 
wer, and that it would be a happy 
issuo if the lumbermen could be in- 
duced to move their lumber yards to 
a distance from Ottawa and Hull. 
But the Government could omy re- 
monstrate and not command, 

Mr. Maclean’s Sucvestion, 

Mr Maclean thought the Govern- 
ment could go atill further, It could 
intimate that Parliament would not 
be justified in building mere public 
buildings in Ottawa and Hull unless 
oa proper fire bylaw Was passed. The

THE ONTARIO AMENDED 
f ELECTION LAW. 








The Ontario Government with its 
seven majority persisted in its adhe- 
sion to the numbering of tho Ballot 
Paper, notwithstanding the known 
frauds that have been perpetrated in 
the past under that system, and the 
terrorism which has existed over all 
Government officials. 

When the third reading of the am- 
ended Election bill was moved in the 
Legislature in Toronto the other day, 
Mr. Whitney moved to strike out of 
the bill the clause providing for the 
numbering of the ballot paper. — 

The Premier, Hon. Mr. Ross, op- 
posed the motion, defending the clause 
on the ground that it was British, 
and it was voted down, — 

The love and adoration for British 
law was then tested by Mr. Marter, 
who moved an amendment obliging 
the voter to put his own ballot into 
the box instead of handing it ta the 
deputy returning officer to deposit. 
It was, he said, the good old English 
practise. This did not suit the Pre- 
mier, though it was the English prac- 
tise, and the mechanical seven major- 
ity voted the English practise down. 

Next the English provision for the 
arrest of a personator was attempt- 
ed and met the same fate. To ac- 
complish this Mr. Matheson moved 
that a constable be empowered, at 
the request of o candidate or his 
agent, to detain anyone charged with 
impersonation at the polls, until a 
Warrant could be sworn out. This 
Mr. Matheson suid was also a pro- 
vision of the British Act, which the 
Premier professed to admire so much. 
The British provision was, however, 
voted down ty the Government. 

It may well be asked why/ the Pre- 
miér shielded himself under one pro- 
vision of the English Election law and 
voted with his following against ot- 
hers more important in views of 
purity of elections. The reason is too 
plain to be misunderstood. The one 
enables the Government to terrorize 
all its officials, and the others would 
tend to prevent it. , 

An attempt was made to cut down 
the expenses of elections, but met the 
fate of other amendinents moved uy 
ths Opposition.

The verbal pedigree of most military 
terms has to be traced from foreign 
tongues, but the Anglo-Saxon has also 
its represevtatives, Take drill, from 
the A.S. thirlian, to arrange in drills. 
Skirmish, from the A.S, scyran, to 
divide. Yeomanry, from the A.S. ga, 
meaning district, and man, a district 
man, So alsc weapon (A.S. waepen), 
sword (A.S. swurd), and fleet (A. S, 
flota), are all of Saxon origin. 

Bivouac is from the German bei, by 
or at; and wache, watch. It is 
camping in the open air at night 
without tents. “AstrA& castra, numen 
lumen.” 

There are no poltroons in our force, 
but it is interesting to note that the 
word is derived from pollice truncatus, 
having the thumb cut off, a penalty 
inflicted by the Romans upon eowards 
in battle. 

The drum and the trumpet are said 
to be imitative words created from 
the sound of the instruments, but 
some derive trumpet from triumph, as 
heralding victory. Clarionet is, of 
course, from clarus, clear ; cornet from 
cornu, horn; and bugle from buculus, 
the ox or hunting-horn. 

Squad is a derivation from squad- 
ron, and squadron is from quadratus 
square, from quatuor, four, A 
squadron of Lancers was led into 
ambuseade. An ambuscade was for- 
merly only in woods (en bois), but in 
South Africa it is in boulders also. 

Cervantes was right when he wrote 
“for the army is a school,” as shown 
by the fact that discipline is all-essen- 
tial, and discipline is simply a devel- 
opment of discere, to learn: 

Parade is from the latin paratus, 
prepared, the motto of several regi- 
ment) faeing “Frmper paratus” 
“Ready, uye ready!" 

Punctuality is not defined as the 
“thief of time’ in the army. It is 
the man on the spol who serves his 
country best. Probably the most in- 
teresting military book that bas re- 
cently been published is “Aids to 
Scouting,” by that gallant and chiv- 
alrous soldier, Colonel Baden-Powell, 
the hero of Mafeking, who emphasizes 
(without any red tape) the need of 
cultivating observation from boyhod 
up, and especially the eye, the ear and 
the memory. Ife notes that the na- 
tives ore skilled in discovering tracks, 
but that the educated BGritisher can 
draw better inferences from what he 
sees and heara. This “scouting” is 
derived from auscultare, to listen, and 
is to be distinguished from another 
word, scout, which ia employed, for 
instance, in such a phrase as “to scout 
the idea,” the latter being a derivative 
of the Norse skuti, disdain. - The 
proof sheets of Baden-Powell’s book 
were corrected in Mafeking, sent out 
by a native runner, and published at 
Aldershot. The German Emperor has 
had it translated already and distri- 
buted free to every officer in the Ger- 
man army. Is the “scout” at Oxford 
(the gyp of Cambridge), so called be- 
couse he listens at the key-hole ?

The word liturgy, in its original

lejtourgia meant a public work or deed 
of moment for the people, such as 
building and equipping a trireme, or 
fighting vessel, for the services of the 
State in war. This (or its counterpart 
on horseback) Lord Strathcona has 
done, and Canada is honored as being 
selected ~as a vantage ground 
for the revival of this old historic 
work of a public-spirited man. 

Nowhere more than in South Africa 
has the tacttus peritus of the sur- 
geons been more effective to save the 
wounded ; and their handiwork (being 
derived from the Gr. cheir, the hand, 
and érgon, work) is guided by human- 
ity and patriotism, as well as by pro- 
fessional zeal. 

The name tattoo has become famil- 
iar to us in Ganada during the past 
year through Major-General Hutton 
(the best General Canada has ever 
seen), and its origin is striking. It 
was originally spelled taptoo, and is 
derived from the Fr,  tapotez-vous 
tous,—“all of you beat the drum,” 
calling the men, by beat of drum, to 
their quarters for sleep. Another de- 
rivation credits it to the Dutch—-the 
closing Ron of all taprooms, the sol- 
diers being forbidden to enter or drink 
in these places after a certain hour in 
the evening. Our W,.C.T.U. have ex-

When nations lightly speak of 


staying Britain’s hand and of inter- 
vention, they forget that, save for 
transport, not even a keel of the Brit- 
ish navy has been moved, but the gal-

names given “in the nick of time,” 
and have their sure anchorage and 
associations of facts. The 17th Lan- 
cers claim as their heritage the name 
of “the death or glory boys,” The 
23rd Royal Welsh I*usiliers do not dis- 
like the title of the “Nanny Goats.” 
The 1Jth Hussars do not wince when 
called the “Cherry Pickers” or the 
“Cherubims.” The 48th brace up

THE WHISKEY DRINKERS, 


England, Scotland, Ireland and 
Wales consume 95,000,000 gallons of 
pure alcohol annually—not in the ants 
but down the yullet in whiskey, wine 
and beers. The yearly cost of Eng- 
land's liquoring is about $800,000,000, 
Im the last 100 years the expenditure 
has been $45,000,000,000, Whiskey is 
growing meaner every year—not the 
original goods, but the hot stuff that 
is passed over the ayerage ban to a 
customer. And if men would pause 
to learn how the poison that steals 
(oway their brains is made they might 
desire it less. Six thousand barrels 
of whiskey were sold in Louisville 
last week at 45 cents a barrel. What 
does this grog seller do? Mixes to- 
gether the following: Twenty-five 
gallons of whiskey at $1.50; 15 gal- 
lons of spirits at $1.30; a pint of rum 
50 cents; a pint of syrup, 40 cents; 
3 pints of prune juice, $1.40; 51-4 
gallons of water and a quarter's 
worth of bead oil for coloring. This 
gives him 46 1-4 gallons of rot-gut 
for $59.55, a little less than $1.29 a 


gallon, This concoction is sold over 
the bar at 15 cents a drink, or two 
for a quarter. There being 80 


drinks to the gallon, he takes in at 
single drinks $12, and at two for a 
quarter $10, leaving a profit in one 
case of $10.71 and in the other $8,71, 
He calls this vile man-killer a blend- 
ed whiskey.—New York Preas,

As the men 
needed rest after fighting seven out 
of the last ten days, I ordered them 
to halt for to-day. Gen. Broadwood’'s 
Brigade of Cavalry arrived upon the 
scone in time to afford valuable as- 
“istance by threatening . the enemy's 
rear. During the afternoon Gen. Ian 
Hamilton was joined by Gen. Bruce 
Hamilton's Brigade of Infantry,

Lord Roberts replied to Lord Lans- 
downe in a despatch dated Bloem- 
fontein, March 81, that he had sug- 
rested to Redvers Buller to pre- 
pare «a full narrative, but that Sir 
Redvers had answered as follows: 

“I do not at all like the idea of 
rewriting a despatch for publication, 
I much prefer te leave it in the hands 
of the commander-in-chief, Let him 
select for publication whatever he 
thinks proper.” . 

To this Lord Roberts appended that 
he would not himself object to the 
publication of & paper edited as Lord 
lansdowne had suggested, but that 
it might, perhaps, be better to over- 
rule Gen, Buller's objection and to 
adopt the alternative course  sug- 
gested by Lord Lansdowne. He asked 
Lord Lansdowne to wire a reply. 

Ab ndoved the Proposal, 

This reply from Lord Lansdowne, 
dated April 2, said: “In view of Bul- 
ler's objections, 1 abandon the  pro- 
posal that the despatch should be 
re-written and I propose to publish 
the selection described in my de 
spatch of March 28."’ 

Lord Roberts answered, under date 
of April 6: “I agree to my despatch 
of Feb, 13 being published.”’ 

Lansdowne to Buller, 

The correspondence also contains 
two despatches referred to in Lord 
Lansdowne's despatch of March 28.

London, May 7.—The capture of 
Winburg by the British is confirm- 
ed, and the main advance td Pretoria 
continues with the machine-like pre- 
cision which characterizes Lord 
Roberts’ movements. 

By the occupation of Winburg Gen. 
Hamilton puts himself nearly paral- 
lel with Lord Roberts and only twen- 
ty-nine miles eastward, while he has 
the additional advantage of being con- 
nected with his Chief Wy means of the 
railroad that rums from Small Deel, 
or Winburg Road Station, as it is 
sometimes called, to Winburg. The 
only feature of the carefully devised 
plan of general advance not yet dis- 
closed by the swift developments, is 
the part Gen. Buller has elected to 
take in the operations. At present 
there are no indications of any move- 
ment on the part of the Natal armly. 
Doubtless a few days, more or less, 
will bring out the British line of ac- 
tion before the Biggarsberg. 

Lord Roberts is now nine miles 
north of the Vet ond 63 miles north 
of Bloemfontein. Evidently he is 
not letting grass grow under his feet, 
though the Boers seem equally an- 
xious to retreat toward§S Kroon- 
stad and are so doing. ' 

At the time this despatch is sent 
there is nothing new from Gen. Hun- 
ter but it is presumed he is pushing 
steadily forward in the direction of 
Mafeking, aided by the aggressive- 
ness of Barton’s and Paget’s Brigades. 

The critics of the afternoon news- 
papers view the situation with the 
greatest of satisfaction. 

A special despatch from Small Deel, 
dated 9.45 p.m., Sunday, May 6, gives 
details of the occupation of Winburg 
by the British. It says: “News has 
just come here that Gen. Hamilton 
is giving the Boers no rest and that 
thely are falling back hurriedly. 

He entered Winburg to-day after 
a brisk fight, in which the Boers fell 
back so quickly that one of their 
guns, in addition to a 
abandoned.”

The Successful Gleaner Must Look 
In Fruitful Soil if He Would Tind 
Material for the Br. ad of Life. 


( aoe: 
| Following is a resume of a highly 
interesting sermon preached by Rev, 
T. J. Thompson at John St. church, 
yesterday morning: 
Where hast thou 

Rij? A> ; 

HOOM  Testumeat’ times the grain 
was reaped by — hand, The reaper 
ramped a handful of ears in his left, 
and with @:hook in his right hand he 
cut off the stalks not far below his 
grasp. Sometimes a few stalks would 
slip from the hand of the reaper and 
fall to the ground. It was provided by 
Inw that these stalks were the pro- 
perty of the poor, and the work of 
gathering them up, a few grains at the 
time, Was called gleaning. ‘Where 
hast thou gleaned to-day?” was the 
question put to Kuth by her guardian 
as she returned from her toil in the 
fields near Bethlehem. 

I have brought the question to you 
this morning, because of the sugges- 
tions it offers of intellectual and mor- 
al import. 

To many of us the only hope of 
spiritual or intellectual improvement 
is by process of gleaning. 

Not every man has the instinct of a 
pioneer, to strike out a new path 
through tne forest, though many can 
follow once the way has been blazed. 
Not every soul is permitted to guide 
the plough to break up virgin sod, and 
then sow and reap a new harvest for 
himself. ‘To most of us it is given to 
enter the fields tilled by the patient 
toil of others, fertilized and seeded by 
greater soils, and in the track of a 
harvest others have won, to glean a 
day's wage of sustenance und cheer. 
“Where have you gleaned?” to most 
of us is only another way of asking, 
What use dre you making of your 
life ? 

Successful gleaning depends on two 
things, on opportunity and on indus- 
try. We bear a good deal, nowadays, 
about those who are denied oppor- 
tunities; but I refer to those oppor- 
tunities which are not denied us, and 
more pirlicularly to the opportun- 
ities of our own making. Such an op- 
portunity is made in the choice of a 
field. 

We have one short, sharp word to 
describe the man who expected to 
glean ears of grain on a beaten high- 
Way, or an unploughed field—nobody 
is foolish enough to glean elsewhere 
than where the grain grows. And 
surely it is nol everywhere we can 
glean wisdom. It is not found in the 
company of those whose only aim is 
to be amused. It will not be found 
in cheap and tawdry theatrical ex- 
hibitions, in shows that are neither 
wholesome nor elevating. It is not 
found in trashy novels. I grant you 
these cheap shows and trashy novels 
have attractions of a certain kind. It 
certainly is often easier to read a poor 
book than a good one, but that ought 
not to be the final test for people 
of sense. Does the show help you? 
Is there any grain in the book? Isn't 
it like gleaning on the beaten track, 
or indesd, alas, in tha very gutter? 
Let us do our gleaning where there is 
a harvest of virtue and truth, as the 
result of honest toil. It may, ba a lit- 
tle further to go, but when we reach 
the field, we'll find it worth while. 

Then muoh of our success will de- 
pend upon our industry. The reaper 
found his grain standing waist-high. 
He reached out and cut it and passed 
on. The gleanur, however, had to get 
down low and search out the scat- 
tered ears amoug the standing straw. 
Isn't there a suggestion in that for 
us? Nothing but a sense of need 
would make him o gleaner, and we 
must also be possessed by such a sense 
of need if we ever humble ourselves to 
seek the Bread of Life.—’Tis only 
heaven may be had for the asking” 
—but ask for it we must, or it will 
never be ours. May God make us 
humble gleaners. x 

Further, if we ore lo have any tan- 
gible results we must seize passing op- 
portunities. Many of us can look 
back and see where, in the past, these 
have escaped us, or have been tramp- 
led under foot. Opportunities. that 
would have enriched our own lives or 
the lives of otbers—educational op- 
portunities, moral opportunities— 
and now they are gone. Let us make 
the most of those that remain, so that 
our “polden age” shall lie before us, 
and not behind us in our regretted 
past, 

Again, in our industry, we must not 
be Loo easy on ourselves, ov indulgent 
of our whimsical desire for ease and 
reat. “Be not weary in well-doing"” 
is the rule. ‘That does not mean stop 
when you feel Lhe least bit tired. This 
would never do—perseverance ia the 
price of successful leaning. And 
lnstly, it becomnes us to remember that 
we are gleaning for eternity. Ruth 
gathered barley for daily bread; we 
ire gathering for future harvésis as 
well Our

Whole life, in this sense, 
is the determining of a destiny. Hence, 
the added importunce of the ques- 
tion when applied to ua—"Where hast 
thou gleaned to-day?"

ONTARIO GOVERNMENT RAILWAY 
SUBSIDIES. 


It is quite evident that the Ontaria 
(Ministers are following in the wake 
of their brethren of the Dominion 
Government in extravagance and 
waste in dealing with Government 
lands, : : 

The Government tried to give 
away 3,700,000 acres of mineral gold 
lands which they valued at $10 an 
acre, being the snug little sum ol 
$37,000,000, as a subsidy for the build- 
ing of about 150 miles of a narrow 
gauge railway. : 

Not to be outdone in this particular 
the Ross Cabinet of Ontario have 
pushed through the Legislaturo with 
the aid of their mechanical majority of 
seven 4 scheme of little less niagnitude 
comparatively, in subsidizing what is 
termed @ “log road,” of similan char- 
acter to the original Drummond 
County Railway, which is to be built 
for the purpose of bringing out the 
matural resources of that portion of 
Canada known as the Algoma Dis- 
trict, and not for the purpose of set- 
tlement by emigrants. 

Tf it were desired to bring in bona 
fide settlers the land would not be 
laid out as it is, in alternate blocks 
of 148,000 acres. The bill classes as 
settlers all artisans, operatives, and 
employees of the railway company. 
There was nothing, however, to bind 
Mr. Clergue, the Yankee to whom 
the grant is made, to keeyj in the dis- 
trict the employees whom he might 
bring in to work temporarily on the 
railroad. . 

The Opposition, led by Mr. Whitney, 
opposed this giving away of the public 
domain, dealing as it did with from 
one and a half to two million acres 
of land, worth at a conservative es- 
timate $7,000,000, brought down as 
it was within 48 hours of the end 
of the session. ! 

Col. Matheson pointed out the value 
of these lands in pulpwood alone, He 
said: : 

“The value of pulpwood | 
$5 per cord at the mail, i ee 

was worth $16 per ton, and it was 

said that it would soon be selling 
at $35. One cord and a quarter 
of pulpwood would make a ton of 
pulp. This land, estimating that 
each acre would only yield a cord 
of pulpwood, was equai to a grant 
of $37,000 par mile to this railway. 
The contractor would only have to 

build 150 miles to form a junction 

with the C.P.R., but the contract 
was so good that Mr. Clergue was 
willing to build 1,000 miles of rail- 
way for the same consideration 

therefore hé ns paralleling a 

portion of the road in orden to se- 


cure the large grant of 7,400 acres 
per mile.” f

A Deospatoh From Governor Hodgson of 


James 
was 


~ Coomassie Shows the Position Hus 
Considerably Lmproved, 


London, May 7.—The Colonial, Of- 
fice has received the following des- 
patch from Sir Frederick Mitchell 
Hodgson, Governor and Commander- 
in-Chief of the Gold Coast Colony, 
dated Coomassie, April 27: 

‘The situation, I regret to inform you, 
has changed for the worse. On April 23, a 
force Was sent to clear the rebel forces to 
the caustward, Four members of the con- 
stabulary were killed and a large number 
of the rebels were killed or wounded, 

"On April 25 the Ashuntees surrounded 
the town In great force, probably 10,000, 
and made a determined attack. The Hauaas 
were obliged to evacuate the cantonment 
and to concentrate around the fort. The 
cngagement last four hours, Twenty of 
our native aliles and two Hausas were 
killed, 

“The present occupants of the fort nura- 
ber 3658, Inclusive of 18 Europeans, six of 
whom are missionaries. It Is necessary 
that further reinforcements be sent to the 
Gold Coast.” 

The Deslegers Routed, 

Sir Frederick Hodgson, under 
of April 30, telegraphed: 

“Yesterday a serious attack was made on 
the fort by the rebels, but they were rout 
ed on all sides with great loss, ‘i'wo meni- 
bers of the coustubulary were Killed and 
ten wounded. 

“A contingent of Lagoes constabulary, un- 
der Inspector-General Aplin, has arrived 
after two days’ severe lighting. ‘The col- 
umn was attacked at Asigu, which was 
tuken with the loss of one killed and 2 
wounded, utioug them Aplin, slightly. 

"On the following day the contingent 
was attacked at Coomassie by S00 rebels, 
There wos great loss in taking the stock- 
ade across the road. After desperate tght- 
ing the Ashantees fled, ‘’'wo members of the 
coustabulury were killed and 12% wounded, 
Including Assistant-Inspector Kead, 

“Have been unable to send letters or 
telegrams thru.” 

Vhe Colonial Office announces that 
in addition to the Lagoes constabu- 
lary, reinforcements have been sent to 
Sir Prederick Hodyson from the Si- 
erra Leone frontier police, and from 
the West African frontier police in 
Northern and Southern Nigeria.

And why is there 
not justice in the Mayor’s suggestions? 
If the Trenton Electric Company en- 
ter the lists in Belleville against the 
Pelleville Gas Co., they will, in all 
probability, destroy its dividend pro- 
ducing power, The city has $25,000 
worth of stock in that company, on 
which it gets dividends amounting to 
$1,000 per year. Why should not the 
city look for a quid pro quo? Some 
will say that the cheaper light the 
Company will give us will more than 
offset that dividend. Now we may be 
allowed to doubt that, 


There are two classes of people who 
are interested in this matter—one 
ass, which oses gas and would, 
probably, as a matter of economy, 
change it for electric light, and an- 
other class which uses coal oil. The 
people in the first class will, possibly, 
gain enough by the cheaper light to 
offset the loss in revenue which the 
city will have to bear, but what do 
the coal oil users get in exchange? 
Nobody seems to have any sympathy 
to spare for them, and yet they have 
a right to be thought of, and to de- 
mand that their rights bs recognized. 
The streets of Belleville do not belong 
to the people who light their houses 
with electricity, oh, dear, no! Why 
then, is there not justice in the 
Mayor's suggestion that the Trenton 
Company exchange $25,000 of its 
stock for the same amount of gas 
stock owned by the city, at the same 
time putting the Mayor of the city 
on the Board of Directors? We must 
confess we do not see anything so very 
preposterous in that, for it will ensure 
justice to the coal oil users and ren- 
der Ald. Clarke’s motion unnecessary, 
as the city will bave stock in the new 
concern and a representative on the 
Board of Directors. 

Some people appear to be very much 
worried for fear the Trenton Electric 
Company will in a “moment of weak- 
ness grant some concessions to Belle- 
ville which may give the city slightly 
the best of the bargain. Don't give 
yourselves any unnecessary alarm, 
dear people. Those gentlemen are not 
by any means in the same category 
with Mary's little lamb. You will 
have to get up very, very early in the 
morning before you get ahead of Mr. 
Smoke and his clients. They are out 
for the best of it, and if you get ahead 
of them they'll forgive you, never 
fear. Get all you can; fight to the 
last ditch, and don't be too ready to 
give in because the company has made 
so many “concessions.” Perhaps, if 
you do fight hard, you may be able to 
look back in a few years and point to 
an agreement which will redound to 
your credit, unlike the Grand Junction 
muddle, of unhappy memory. 


By the way, what became of tbat 
offer of Mr. Pearson's to give up his 
lease of the Gas Ww orks, which he made 
last winter? It will be remembered 
that he promised to moet the Board 
of Directors of the Gas Company and 
give them the necessary figures in re- 
ward to cost of material, etc., which 
would enable them to take over the 
works from him. A meeting of the 
Gas Company's directors called 
and Mr. Pearson promised to be 
sent. The directors met, but there 


was a vacant chair at the table. It 
was Mr. Pearson's, and he has turned 


a deaf ear to many urgent requests 
that he would fulfil his promise.

The day before we arrived here the 
editor of the O.IS, “Friend” had it in 
his paper that the British were com- 
pletely defeated, that Gen. Buller was 
killed, and Lord Roberts and his staff 
taken prisoners., "Twas a dull night 
for the loyalists that, night in Bloem- 
fontein, but oh, what a difference in 
the morning before daybreak. ‘The 
Prigade marched in and were given a 
torchlight procession and ye editor 
wis taken out of his cosy bed and 
tarred and feathered. (Had he been 
in Canadion hands, we would have 
given him a free ride on a wooden 
horse). Great was the rejoicing in 
Bloemfontein that day. We got 
here at 10 a, m., a little too

Then we ad- 
vanced about 50 yards, firing on the 
Boers and all at once [ saw Hell, for 
IT could not describe it as anything 
else! As I lay there with a shovel 
in front of me one poor fellow named 
Thomas, of Ottawa, was shot in the 
stomach and the ball must have been 
red-hot for he yelled out, “Oh, my 
God, I am shot; I am killed!” 

Then the order was givén to retire, 
and that was the time we suffered. 
When we got back to the trenches 
a Gordon told me they never expected 
to see any one of us return. And if 
ever I said a little prayer it was then. 
There were-a number of our company 
that night alongside of each other— 
i. Frye, Hulme, Lynn and myself, but 
they could not find the Belleville boys. 
Next morning Mr. Cronje gave up the 
ghast. Iam feeling well, and fat as 
a pig; a lot of the boys are in the 
hospital. Oh, yes, my cliocolate box 
is on the way to you and a longi let- 
ter with it. Now, Mother, our Eng- 
lish clergyman, Rey. Mr. Almond, is 
a very fine man; he comes to see the 
boys often; we think a great deal of 
him. ‘The priest is a fine old man 
and a credit to his church. They are 
all good men. This paper I am writ- 
ing on came from a oer laager and 
this shilling is Kruger money that I 
send you. ‘They are a very rare coin. 

Tell grandfather and Mr. Bowell, of 
the’ Intelligencer, that [ will send 
them an Orange I'ree State flag for 
the next election. 

We have just had a good treat to- 
night, dry bread and sugar.

Small Deel, Tuesduy, May 8.—It is 
reported that the Federals are quit- 
ting Zand River, and it is varioushy 
Stated that the ave retreating to- 
ward the Vaal and taking up their 
position at Boshrand, south of Kroon- 
stad, Large numbers of Burghers 
hive come in and delivered their 
Mausers and ‘horses to the British. 
Th {y affirm that there is a bitter 
quarrel between the Free Staters 
and Transvaalers, which is likely to 
end in the speedy surrender of the 
former. Gen. French has arrived 
hete. . 
London, May 8.—Although the Bri- 
tish expected considerable opposition 
at the different drifts of the Zand 
River, the Intest advices from Small 
Deel, Orange Free Stute, indicate 
that the Pederals are not yet’ ready 
to make a determined altempt to 
stem Lord Roberts’ advance. 

The latter's front, indeed, is so wide 
and overwhelining in numbers that 
it is difficult to seo how the Beers 
cin help being ousted out of Virginia 
Siding as they were out of Small 
Deel, even if they elected td give ‘bat- 
tle. The same considerations would 
probably affect «the situation at 
Kroonstad, hence the general belief 
that little real opposition will be en- 


‘ countered South of the Vaal. 


The repairs to the bridges over the 
Vet river and the Vaal are expected 
to retard the general march from 
Small Deel and Fourteen Streams for 
three or four days, when Gen. Buller 
will also be ready. 

'Rhe general idea is that Lord Ro- 
berets will direct his right on Harri- 
smith in ordér to get in touch with 
the Natal army coming throuflvin 
Reenen’s Pass.

Once in 
awhile you find a man who lives in 
the house where he was born and his 
grandfather was born and his great- 
grandfather was born, but that is 
not one out of a thousand cases. I 
have not been more perambulatory 
than most people, but I was amazed 
when I came to count up the number 
of residences I have occupied. The 
fact is, there is in this world no 
such thing as permanent residence.

To endeavor to enlist the co-opera- 
ticm of all manufacturers and w hole- 
sale jobbers in securing just and 
equitable prices on all classes of 
staple and standard merchandise. 

To secure the enforcement of 
Transient Traders’ Act. 

To confine the sale of staple goods

of well-known manufacture to the 
legitimate trade. 
To have «a law placed upon the 


Statute Books making it a criminal 
offence to advertise goods, either as 
to weight, quality or price, different 
to what they are, either in the daily 
press, through circulars, catalogues, 
or by any other means, 

To enforce the Adulteration Act. 

To secure improvements in muni- 
cipal laws so as to stimulate the in- 
ternal commerce of all cities, towns 
and villages. : 

To abolish, as far as possible, all 
gift schemes, trading stamps, cash 
coupons, and coupons of all class s 
injurious 
id the retail trade. ‘ 

To encourage merchants to co-oper- 
ate by buying from one another and 
thus keep their currency in local cir- 
culation, and not to spend their money 
with department store trusts. 

At the conclusion of the address 
of Mr. Trowern, the chairman said 
it remained with those present to say 
what they would dao. / i 

Mr. Geen asked what the cost 
would be and what advantages would 
be gained by forming an Association. 

Mr. Trowero said the cost would 
be about $1.50 per year for each 
member, $1 of which would go to 
the head organization and 50 cents 
would remain with them, which he 
considered would be sufficient for 
current expenses if they did uot have 
ta hire a place to meet in. ' 

Mr. A. Geen said if the retail mer- 
chants of Belleville were united, they 
would in his opinion be far better 
off. If they acted unitedly it would 
be for the general weal of the mer- 
chants, and also for the consumers. 
He considered it would not be taking 
advantage of the customers if the 
merchants did so unite, He spoke 
against the use of trading stamps. 
He moved that, in the opinion of this 
meeting it is desirable to form a 
local Retail Merchants’ Association. 

Mr. J. W. Walker seconded the mo- 
tion, which was unanimously adopted. 
The fee was fixed at $1.50 per an- 
num. 

The officers were then elected, be- 
ing as follows:

My bill of fare 
consists of porridge and milk, tea, 
bread and butter for breakfast, 
roast - chicken, potatoes, vegetables, 
bread and butter for dinner, bread 
and milk or tea, and bread and butter 
for supper. ‘Then in the afternoon 
they give me my brandy, ege and 
sugar beat up in milk, and sometimes 
a custard. I enjoy it but 
have to eat moderately. I'll be-all 
right now and hope soon to be on duty 
again, Well, mother, it is the same 
old story, no news, so I will try and 
give you a brief description of my 
life since I left the field, and give you 
an idea what hospital life is. I shall 
pass over the field hospital, as L 
think that is a painful recollection 
to most men who have “gone sick” 
com the field. We left the field and 
proceeded bly ox wagon to Kimberley, 
passing through the famous diamond 
fields. As we entered Kimberley we 
saw on all sides eyidences of the late 
siege. Ceoil Rhodes’ house was bar- 
ricaded from top to bottom with sand 
mags, and his lawn was out up in 
trenches ; every one seemed happy and 
smiling. As we wended our way thr- 
ough the city the women and children 
came running out from the houses 
with tea, coffee, bread ands butter, 
lemonade, fruit, etc., and with a “God 
bless you" would load us with drimk- 
ables and eatables. It was delight- 
ful at first, but as the toa, fruit, etc., 
cenlinued to come in great quantities 
and as people would look hurt if you 
refused to partake of their offer- 
ing, things began to look serious. I 
was too full for utterance before we 
got half the distance to the hospital, 
and to make matters worse we had 
td stop for nearly half an hour for 
some cause or other, and al} the time 
we were being pressed to take “Just 
cone more cup of tea,” or “Haye some 
tread, I made this onvyself,’’ ‘Do. have 
some,” until [ became desperate and 
got down in the bottom of the wag- 
gon and feigned sleep. One young 
lady} I could not refuse, for “She had 
a young Canadian friend, and I must

because I was a Canadian.” Well, 
that finished me; I was taken with 


sudden pains (not Champagnes either) 
and was in agony. After an eternity 
we reached the hospital (in time ta 
save our lives, for the dear people 
of Kimberley would have killed us 
with kindness), We were treated 
with every kindness here. The nurses 
and orderlies could not do enough for 
us. Oh, what a change from the hard 
life on the veldt. How lovely it was 
to enjoy clean shirts, pillows, etc., 
aguin. Well, | had my face and hands 
washed and got into clean clothes and 
had my temperature taken and alsa 
my dream of a feed at Kimberley 
vanished, for | was put on plain milk. 
[I was kept here till Saturday after- 
noon, when I wis able to be moved to 
the hospital train. A hospital train, 
mother, is a God-send. The beds are 
arranged in two tiers, running the 
length of the cars on both sides, On 
each bed you find a bag containing 
a suit of pyjamas, av flannel shirt, a

So far it has not been possible for 
the Senate advocates of the Hepburn 
bill for building the Nicaraguan Ca- 
nal to get a day set for tuking up 
that measure in the upper House, 
Senator Morgan, of Alabama, who 
is probably the most ardent advocate 
of the plan, still declares that it will 
be taken up end disposed of within 
three weeks, but no one else seems 
very hopeful. The bill, as it stands, 
agrees very well with the provisions 
of the Hay-Pauncefote convention al- 
though it violates the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty. In other words, the bill 
does just what—and only what—Great 
Britain has formality consented to the 
United States domg, but it does it 
without accepting Great Britain's 
offer. That is to say, it takes with 
msult and contempt what had been 
freely offered. The situation is cur- 
ious, and of course results from the 
impossibility of the Republican ad- 
ministration seeming to make any 
concessions to England at this point 
im the presidential year.

Hheer Finnks Turned, 

At dawn on Wednesday the attack 
Was resumed with renewed vigor on 
the part of the British forces. The 
mounted infantry were successful | in 
turning the right flank of the enemy, 
While the cavalry were equally suc- 
cessful in their operations against 
the Boers’ left flank, 

In the meantime the foot infantry 
advanced toward the Thabanchu pla- 
teau, The Royal Canadian Regi- 
ment Was held in reserve, 

As the infantry advanced, the ene- 
my, realizing that both their flanks 
had beon turned, rushed to their 
horses, mounted and fled in hot 
haste. They were promptly pursued, 
a portion of the cavalry being sent 
around the mountain to cut off their 
retreat, Tho British artillery was 
meanwhile hurried forward to the 
capitulated position, and the fast-re- 
treating Boers were subjected to a 
heayy shell fire, 

The British loss was very small, 
the casualties among the Canadians 
amounting to practically nothing. 
Nevertheless, they did splendid work, 
and were complimented by the com- 
manding officer, 

Whole Column Advanced, 

On the following Thursday the 
Whole columin advanced in the direc- 
tion of Winburg. The enemy was 
encountered first between Welcome 
and Verkecroft Drifts, where they 
held a high range of cliffs. 

Reinforcements for the enemy  ar- 
rived from Brandfort as the engage- 
ment began, but the mounted infantry 
under Col, Broadwood got between 
the main body of the Boers and the 
reinforcements, This successful move 
on the part of 
caused the whole Boer force to re 
lire in haste, 


Canadians Under Fire, 

London, May 11. — A Zand River 
despatch says that when the Aus- 
tralians, with Gen. Hutton’s brigade, 
were in danger of being cut off, the 
mounted Canadians and New Zea- 
landers, who stood a withering shell 
lire, were ordered to make a demon- 
stration and threatened the Boer 
flank, in order to allow the Aus- 
tralians to retire. The manoeuvre 
was successful, 

Whe Is Trouper Cowan? 

A despatch from Smaldeel says that 
Trooper Clarence Cowen, one of the 
Canadians, accidentally shot himself 
ut WKaree Siding on May 1.

So far 
as they had gone, tho different points 
of agreement reached seemed, to all 
intents and purposes, fair and equit- 
able; if the Company is willing to 
make the City a stockholder to the 
extent of $25,000, and thus ensure our 
citizens against tbe loss which appear-

ed imminent from the lessening in 
value of the Gas Stock, everything 


else appears to be plain sailing. Very 
few people will demur to the agree- 
ment being ratified at once. 

As to Ald. Clarke’s motion, that the 
City should, reserve to itself the right 
to at any time build and operate a 
plant-of its own, we think that, pro- 
viding the above points of agreement 
are reached, the motion in question 
should be rescinded. The representa- 
tives of the Company could not rea- 
sonably expect to find a market for 
their bonds with the City as a pros- 
pective competitor. Every business 
man knows that would be out of the 
question, and, as the Company say 
that, if they can arrive at a satis- 
factory agreement, they propose, in 
addition to lighting the city to give 
us additional transportation facilities, 
one of their schemes being a belt line, 
it would appear that the best thing 
to be done is to rescind the motion 
which caused the disagreement, take 
up the negotiations where they were 
broken off, and, in consideration of 
the Company exchanging $25,000 of 
its stock for the like amount of Gas 
stock owned by the City, come to an 
amicable agreement and let the Tren- 
ton Electric Company begin business 
Nearly everybody will, we 
believe, be satisfied with the arrange- 
ment as outlined above; nobody will 
deny that cheaper light can't come any 
too quickly. Let us hope that the end 
of this vexed question is at last in 
sight. We see no reason why it 
should not be, and think that, 
things considered, the members of the 
Belleville City Council will have noth- 
ing to be ashamed of, but will have 
upheld, in every respect, their repu- 
tation as guardians of the City’s in- 
terests and business men.

LORENZO MARQUES, MAY 15,—A 
PORTUGUESE OFFICIAL DES- 
PATCH SAYS AN ENCOUNTER HAS 
OCCURRED AT MARBEKING AND 
THAT THE BOERS HAVE BEEN RE- 
PULSED WITH HEAVY LOSS. 

London, May 16.—The War Office 
has posted the following despatch 
from Gen. Buller, dated Dundee, May 
16th: “We occupied Glencoe yester- 
day. The Transyaalers have now 
evacuated the Biggarsberg, The 
Free Staters on the Dracons- 
berg are much reduced in 
numbers. The Caroline, Lyndberg 
and Pretoria commandos trekked 
north from Hlatikulu on the 13th and | 
May 15th. This result has been ; 
trained at Glencoe. The last train, 
with ambulance, left there at dawn 
May 25th. This result. has been 
largely produced by the action of the 
Fifth Division, which, during the last 

few days has done a great deal of 
very hard work, marching, mountain | 
now running to Wessel’s Nek Station.” | 

London, May 16.—The War Office 
posts the following despatch from 
Lord Roberts, under date of Kroon- | 
stad, May 15—“Two officers and six } 
men of Prince Alfred's Guards, while 

out foraging westerday a few miles 
from Kroonstad, visited a farm fly- 
ing a white flag, the owner of which 
surrendered himself with arms and 
ammunition. They then approached 
another farm also flying a white flag. | 
Within forty yards of the enclosure 
they were fired upon by fifteen or 
sixteen Boers concealed behind the | 
farm wall. Two of the men were 
killed, Lieut. F. B. Walton was wound- 
ed and Lieut. W. B, Everston and two 
non-com. officers were taken pri- 
soners. The owner of the farm | 
states that the Boers threatened to 
shoot him when he protested against 
their making an improper use of 
the white flag.” 

London, May 16.—The most’ im- 
portant development in to-day’s war 
news is the statement from Cape 
Town announcing that the Boer dele- 
gates advised the Transvaalers to 
Surrender if defeated at the Vaal. 
This remarkable announcement is 
vouched for by good authorities and 
evidently obtains more credence in 
Cape Town than would a mere rumor. 

The occupation of Glencoe was 
merely a logical sequel of Gen. Bul- 
ler’s advance and the Boers retiring 
movement. 

As usual the Boers were reported 
to be flying precipitately, but also, 
as usual, the accounts add thal! their | 
transport and guns were removed in 
safety. 

Nothing further has been 
from Mafeking, and it is reasonable to 
Suppose that conditions there are un- 
changed. The prolongation of the 
Siege only intensifies Great Bri- 
tain’s anxiety to hear of its relief. 

About 1,100 more troops have ar- 
rived Beira, Portuguese East 
Africa. Among them is Lord Dun- 
raven, who uccompanied the Dun- 
raven Sharpshooters as a supernum- 
erary Captain on the battalion staff. 
The Governor of Beira, Senhor Noy- 
relles, during a speech at a dinner 
of the Yeomanry, id: “Frignds os 
we have always been of England, we 
never could have realized the magni- 
ficent unity of the Anglo-Saxon race 
without such an object lesson.

In fact there 
is none. These forces in Canada are 
to all intents and purposes a citizen 
soldiery, composed of as an intelligent 
class of men us there are in the 
Dominion. Their superiority over 
the ordinary Tommy Atkins has 
been shown in the struggle for vic- 
tory now raging in South Africa ; not 
in bravery and devotion to country, 
but in intelligencé which enables them 
in the moment of danger to profit by 
any exigency or sudden demand for 
prompt and intelligent action, while 
the ordinary soldier acts automatic- 
ally under command like a machine. 

Apart from this view of the case,; 
the two forces in Canada, though cal- 
led “permanent” «are not of that 
character which regulates and con- 
Stututes the army and navy of Great 
Britain, nor is it correct that of- 
ficers of these branches of the per- 
manent force in England, who have 






THE CONMEE BILL. [ 


Considerable interest is felt in the 
proposed amendments to the Conmed 
bill, and the following remarks by 
the Electrical News in relation to it 
will no doubt be of general interest; 


“Recent events in the Ontario Log- 
fslature have been fraught with more 
than usual interest for the electrical 
fraternity, inasmuch as several am- 
endments to the Conmee bill, passed 
at the session of 1899, were propos- 
ed. Some of the amendments were 
desirable, namely, those intended to 
improve the working of the bill; some 
others, which changed in important 
respects the principles of the bill, 
Were objectionabie. The Legislative 
Committee of the Canadian Electrical 
Association therefore felt called up- 
on to take action to prevent the pos- 
sible destruction of the usefulness of 
the Act, while, at the same time, it 
was prepared to did in making them 
more workable. The Conmee bill was 
attacked or affected from several 
directions, first, the Graham bill; 
second, Mr. J. J. Fady's bill; third, 
Dr. Bridgeland’s bili; and fourth, Mr. 
Lumsden’s bill. From the outset it 
was evident that the principal bill 
was the Graham bill, which contain- 
ed some favorable and some unfavor- 
able features. No purpose would be 
served by going into defails of the 
various clauses which would have af- 
fec.cd the principles of the Conmee 
bill; suffice it tosay that the objec- 
tionable features of the bill were 
successfully opposed by the Legisla- 
tive Committee, while, at the same 
time, the Committee supported other 
features of the bill. The final out- 
come was the adoption of the follow- 
ing amendments, namely, to give 
municipalities the option of making 
the principal and interest of their 
debentures payable in equal annual 
instalments, a8 well as of making the 

Webontures payable by means of a 
sinking fund, as in the original bill; 
to allow municipalities three months 
instead of one, to withdraw from their 
offer or reject an award for the 
taking over a plant; to maka it op-

The following is an extract from! a 
letter written by Victor Odlum, for- 
merly a student in Toronto, who is 
serving with the first Canadian con- 
tingent in South Africa, The letter 
is dated at Bloemfontein, March 16— 

| You would have laughed had you 
seen me entering the camp six miles 
from Bloemfontein, rifle and boots 
slung over my shoulders, feet wrapped 
in sheepskins, unshaved unwashed for 
a Week, jaws swollen as if with mumps 
and limping on both feet. L had spent 
two duys alone on the veldt, with 
swollen, bleeding feet, trying to catch 
uy! to the regiment, eating only! some 
raw potatoes amd & piece of cold fried 
fat that I picked up on the ground, 
and almost choking for water. Lt was 
a unique experience, and one of which 
I shall have many tales tof tell when 
I return, but one which was decidedly 
painful and miserable while it laste 
—ond which has made me feel miser- 
able ever since. You little know ovhat 
it is to be thirsty. There have’ been 
times when my mouth was parched, 
black and sticky—swollen so that I 
could searcely speak. I have dipped 
water up from mud puddles between 
the legs of mules standing in it drink- 
ing—and from puddles in which lay 
dying horses. With my whole jaw 
swollen and tender from toothache, I 
have munched hard tack as a boy at 
home would a dainty piece of cake. 
And IT have warcbed over a hundred 
miles with blistered and bleeding feet, 
and finished in time to march into 
Bloemfontein with the regiment. But 
the wonst is over, L hope, and we may 
soon be returning to a land where 
we can get bread—real bread and but- 
ter. God forgive me if I ever waste 
food or water again. -

THE ELECTION ABSCESSES. 


Weat Haron and Brockville Will Not Be 
Invostiguted If the Government 
Can Help It. 





Ottawa, May 17. — The Ministers 
of the Crown stood a fire of questions 
yesterday afternoon, The list was 
long, but it was soon disposed of. 

Major Guillet asked: What substan- 
tial inducements are likely to be of- 
fered to our volunteers in South Af- 
rica to settle in that country at the 
close of the war? and others of like 
nature. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier replied that the 
Government had no information on 
the matter; besides it would be time 
to consider such questions when the 
War Was over. 

Mr. Clarke was told that the Allan 
Line had received $140,578, and the 
Elder, Dempster Line $175,987 for 
provisioning the second Canadian Con= 
tingent. 

Lopeor Pationts Carel lor. 

Col. Prior Was told that there are 
19 patients now in the Tracadie laz- 
aretto, Of these 14 came from New 
Brunswick, 1 feom Prince Edward 
Island, 3 from Manitoba and 1 from 
Nova Scotia, All had been admitted 
since April 15, 1897. The Govern- 
ment had been asked to assume the 
cost of the maintenance of the lepers 
in British Columbia, but had refused 
to do so, under the provisions of the 
Quarantine Act. 

Mr. Davjn asked a series of ques- 
tions regarding the Standard Oil Co, 

Mr. Fielding replied at length, and 
said the Government had already dis- 
allowed an increase in freight rates 
by railways. Other reforms had 
been made by the Government in this 
direction. 

The Election Investicntion, 

Another day was spent yesterday in 
the House discussing Mr. Borden's re- 
solution, asking for an election inves- 
tigation. The speaker of the after- 


noon was Dr. Russell, jr., member 
for Halifax. Dr. Russell fin- 
ished his speech at 6 o'clock. Ile 


declared that had the charges been 
sent to the Privileges and flections 
Committee the result would have been 
valueless and farcical. He said Mr. 
Borden's delay in bringing in his mo- 
tion amounted to practically burking 
inquiry this session. 

After recess, John Ross Robertson 
closed his speech against the Govern- 
ment’s contentions by saying that as 
he viewed the matter, the Govern- 
ment did not want the truth to come 
out, either in the courts or anywhere 
else. 

Sir Hibbert Tupper termed Dr. Rus- 
sell audacious for saying that Mr. 
Borden had himself burked an inves- 
tigation into these charges, Review- 
ing affidavits presented, he said that 
Postmaster-General Mulock and Fon, 
Jumes Sutherland had taken part in 
the West Huron and Brockville elec 
tions, They were not anxious lor an 
inquiry, and he believed the irresisti- 
ble conclusion was that tho Postmas- 
ter-General and Mr. Sutherland dread- 
ed further inquiry and had dragooned 
their followers to pull them through 
this ordeal to prevent a full, free and 
untrammelled inquiry, 

In conclusion, Sir Hibbert warned 
the Government that the people were 
aroused over these matters, and ‘that 


if aw proper enquiry were prevented | 


the conclusion the country would 
reach wus that the Government Was 
equally guilty with the parties charg- 
ed with corrupt practices, 
Solicitor-General Fitzpatrick fol- 
lowed Sir Hibbard, and derided the 
Privileges and Elections Committee

ville on May 24th, the. object being 
to have a grand military and civic 
demonstration here on that day. 
The City Cowncil, in their wisdom, 
not only failed take the action 
suggested, but somehow or other ac- 
tually forgot to send an answer to 
the letter, good, bad or indifferent, 
a fact to ba regretted, for the Com- 
manding Officer of the Fifteenth, 
both as a representative citizen and 
a military man, was not in this case 
treated with proper respect. 

Whep the present ceiebration ar- 
rangementsS were inaugurated of 
course one of the features was the 
morning parade, and again of course, 
our own red-coated regiment, in 
whom just at present every loyal 
citizen of Belleville feels an added in- 
terest, were to be given the place 
of honor, And now it seems that the 
Fifteenth, feeling (perhaps justly) a 
little aggrieved at. their cavalier 
treatment by the City Council, de- 
cline to have any participation in the 
general demonstration. Truly, a 
most regrettable circumstance. 

While one can, from the Fifteenth’s 
standpoint, quite understand their 
position, it may not be amiss to point 
out certain things which considerably 
change the aspect of affairs. In the 
first place, the proposed demonstra- 
tion is not either gotten up by or 
under the patronage of the City 
Council, therefore whatever grudge 
the Fifteenth have against that body 
will not be gratified by the act of 
ostracizing the morning parade. It 
must he admitted that the Cily Coun- 
cil during recent years has not 
given the Fifteenth the consideration 
and fair treatment it deserves, but 
we do not think that statement can 
be made of the citizens as a whole. 
The officers of the Fifieenth may say 
that the Regiment is a good thing 
for Belleville. Granted. In rebut- 
tal it may be pointed out that but for 
the people of Belleville there would be 
nobody to fill oul those uniforms; 
the sons, husbands and brothers of 
Belleville people compose the Regi- 
ment, and like all whoie-souled, ldyal 
Britons they want to Her 
Majesty’s birthday celebrated in 
troper style this year of all years, 
and right in the front of the main 
procession, just like the Fifteenth’s 
representatives were on the morning 
that saw Cronje surrender, they want 
to see Belleville’s own regiment. 
It would be a graceful and fitting 
act just now if ali differences could 
be dropped and everybody could 
unite to make the day one of pleasure 
and profit to the city.

THEN AND NOW. 


Dr. Goldwin Smith Points out the 
Difference Between the Adminis- 
tration During the Crimean 
War and the Present One. 
(Parmer’s Sun.) 


Who, while this war has been going 
on, has done most to encourage the 
enemy ? Surely those who have 
always been telling him that our gen- 
erals were asses and that our war 
administration had broken down. As 
to the conduct of the generals, civ- 
ilians, however bellicose, can form no 
opinion, Strokes of strategy on which 
Caesar or Napoleon would not have 
ventured are performed with perfect 
euse in the smoking room. But the 
actual results of a war administra- 
tion are seen and may be measured 
by all. With a rapidity surely won- 
derful the British War Office has call- 
ed into existence an immense army 
in a country which was supposed to 
be not less inferior in military than 
it was supreme in naval force. Ti 
has transported without serious mis- 
carriage 200,000 men to a field of bat- 
tle 7,000 miles off; supplied them well 
with provisions and ammunition ; with 
horses, mules, hay, gathered from all 
parts of the world; with telegraphs, 
balloons and other equipments of 
scientific war; With bospital and am- 
bulance arrangements which high in- 
dependent autbority has approved. 
Some miscarriages there could not fail 
to be, but no serious complaints have 
been heard. Compare this with 
administration at the Lime of the 
Crimean War, when there was not hing 
worthy of the name of commissariat, 
when the hospital arrangements were 
defective; when there was no hay to 
be had and the horses were munch- 
ing each other's tails; when it took 
from five to seven months to supply 
new tents, and six months-to des- 
patch a bakery ; when fur coats arriv- 
ed after the close of winter; when a 
great supply of quinine, of which 
there was urgent need, was lying bur- 
ied under other freight in the hold of 
a transport ; where the limig-juice sup- 
plied for scurvy was lost for months ; 
when cannon balls were being carried 
by hand from Balaclava to the front; 
when the state of tbe British army 
before Sebastopol altogether was des- 
cribed by Lord John Russell as “hor- 
rible and hearlrending,”’ while oceans 
of public money was being poured oul 
in vain.

The situation is something like that 
imt India in the days of the early Bri- 
tish occupation, only it is accentuated 
by the fact that our officers in Cuba 
were selected, not for their business 
ability but for the services they ren- 
dered the Republican ticket in the 
last Presidential campaign and, of 
course, there were rogues among 
them. After a while this country 
will learn, as Britain learned some 
time ago, that a colonial power must 
be an. honest power, and that politics 
must not be considered in choosing 
the officers to administer colonial 
affairs, When the country does 
learn this, it will insist on having an 
honest civil service and until then 
there will bo récurring scandals, 

The Cuban company, of which Sir 
William Van Horne is President, has 
secured options upon all the railways 
in Cuba. General Samuel Thomas, of 
New York,who is one of the directors, 
mide a hasty trip to London, where 
the roads are owmed, and has return- 
ed with the dptions in his pocket. The 
Sagua railroad will cost the syndicate 
$3,000,000, the Caibarien railroad $2,- 
000,000, the Santiago railroad $5,000,- 
000, the Cienfuegos $2,500,000 and the 
Jucaro line $8,000,000. It is the inten- 
tion of the syndicate to purchase, 
consolidate, and extend these rail- 
roads over the entire island. 

Sir Augustus and Lady Henning 
will be the guests of the British Am- 
bassador and Lady Pauncefote, ar- 
riving to-day, The former is Goy- 
ernor of Jamaica, and accompanied by 
his wife is muking a short tour of 
the United States, 

Alaska has been the subject of dis- 
cussion during the past week, The 
civil code bill for that sectiom is now 
before the House Committee on Ter- 
ritories, which is making slow pro- 
gress in its consideration, but hopes 
to dispose of-it finally before the close 
of the session. The bill would have 
been defeated in the Senate and 
Alaska would have been left another 
year without any laws, if Senator 
Hansbrough and Senator Carter had 
not yieldéd the amendment which they 
advocated so earnestly, prohibiting 
the location of claims by aliens. Sena- 
tor Stewart, Senator Jones, of Ar- 
kansas, Senator Spooner, and others 
whose friends are interested in a syn- 
dicate that has purchased a lot of 
claims at Cape Nome from thes Lap- 
landers who were hired Hy the Goy- 
ernment to look after the reindeer 
herds, showed a determination to de- 
feat the bill by talking it to death 
rather than accept the Hansbrough 
amendment, which canceled the Lap- 
lander claims and left them apen to 
relocation by American miners, It 
was a fight between the individual 
American miner and a powerful Cali- 
fornia syndicate, ih which the syndi- 
cate won, Most of the claims located 
by the Laplanders and sold to the syn- 
dicate have been “jumped” hy genu- 
ine miners, and the titles will now be 
settled either by shotguns or the 

| courts. Alaska people report a gen- 
eral and determined hostility against 
the syndicate, and the miners profess 
to be able totnke care of themselves. 

The Treasury Department has also 
been considering Alaska ond has pro- 
mulgated a series of regulations gov- 
enning the salmon fisheries. Traps, 
whether “fixedor stationary obstruc- 
tions” are declared to be obstructions 
which “impede the ascent of salmon 
to their spawning grounds,” and their 
use is forbidden after January next. 
It is forbidden to lay any net within 
one hundred yards of the mouth on 
either side, or immediately abreast of 
the mouth, of any river or stream 
whereby the mouth ‘of the river may 
be closed when the net is set or hauled, 
All persons engaged in salmon pack- 
ing, in Alaska, must make detailed 
annual reports to the Treasury cov- 
ering such facts as may be required. 
During the period of inspection of 
the fisheries Wy the agent the person 
n charge of each fishery visited shall 
furnish the agent with such informa- 
tion regarding the run of fish, the 
pack secured, the probable results of 
the season's work, and such other 
facts as may be required to afford 
him o basis f un intelligent preli- 
minaury report of the year’s business 
und the state of the fisheries, Kach 
persen taking salmon in Alaskan wa- 
ters must conduct, at or near the 
fisheries Gperated by him, a suitable 
irtificial propagating plant produce 
yearly and place in the natural spawn- 
ing waters red salmon fry in numbers 
equal to at least four times the num- 
ber of the mature fish taken during 
the preceding fisbing

‘THE DISFRANCHISEMENT OF 
VOLUNTEERS. 


In former issues of The Intelli- 
wencer attention was directed to the 
proposition made in the proposed con- 
solidation of the Election Law intro 
duced by the Tarte-Laurier Govern- 
ment toprevent members of the per- 
manent volunteer force, and of the 
North-West Mounted Police force, 
from voting at Dominion elections; 
und to the defence set wp by suppor- 
ters of the Government that the pro- 
yosed deprivation of volunteers of 
their franchises was of a somewhat 
similar character to that which exist- 
ed im England dealing with the fran- 
chise of soldiers. i ' 

While, as already pointed out, that 
even if such a law did exist in Eng- 
land, there is no analogy between the 
ordinany soldier and the Canadian 
yolunteer ; bul no such provision does 
exist, on the contrary there are 
special rules and regulations govern- 
ing a soldier when he desires to exer- 
cise this franchise. ' 

If the reader will turn td “Rogers 
on Election Law and Practice of Elec- 
tions,” in England, pages 73 and 74, 
the following paragraph will be found: 

“In order to secure freedom of 

election it is directed by 10 and 11 

Vict. C. 21, S. 3, that the Clerk of 

the Crown or other officer mak- 

ing out any new writ shall, as soon 
as the writ has been made out, give 
motice to the Secretary-at-War, or, 
in case there be no Secretary-at- 

War, to the person officiating in 

his stead, and he to the General 

Commanding the district, who is 

to see that no soldier within two 

miles of the place of election or 
poll shall be allowed to go out of 
barracks on the day of nomination 
or of polling, unless to mount or 
relieve guard, or give HIS VOTE 

AT THE ELECTION, and that, go- 

ing out for such purpose he shall 

return with all convenient speed.” 

From this it will be learned how 
eareful the English Parliament has 
been in conserving the rights of the 
defenders of the country in the mat- 
ter of theic franchise.

Davin After MeClare. 

Mr. Nicholas Flood Davin was the 
noxt speaker. He reviewed last year's 
evidence, and charged that certain 
Ministers of the Crown were in touch 
with Smith, Vance, Preston, et al. 
when their nefarious work was done. 
He gave Sir Wilfrid Laurier credit for 
not knowing the state of affairs last 
year till after the committee met, 
but then his eyes were opened by his 
colleagues, Who showed him how he 
had got into power, Then was pre- 
sented the lamentable spectacle of the 
Kirst Minister of the Crown swallow- 
ing himself. Mr. Davin then read an- 
other Pritchett affidavit, detailing his 
work in South Ontario, in Which 
occurred this paragraph: W. T. KR. 
“Preston sald: ‘I will be ready for 
you in aminute.’ Brant and Iwent 
into a room near by. In a few min- 
utes Preston came into that room and 
handed me $50 in $2 bills. He said 
nothing and went out again.”” Re- 
viewing the facts, Mr. Davin declared 
the Government could net get over 
the circumstantiality of the sworn 
statements, and he warned the Gov- 
ernment that it was taking a stand 
that would never meet with the ap- 
proval of Canadians. 

Mr. D. GC. Fraser (Guysboro, N.S.), 
followed. He said he was remanded 
by the speech just heard of Dante, 
who used to be pointed out in the 
streets of Florence as ‘‘here walks 
the man who walked through hell.”’ 
The presentation of Pritchett’s affi- 
davit made him feel that Mr. Davin 
inust surely have been through all 
the corruption he so glibly described. 
Davin was an M.P. by reason of 
flagrant corruption, He represented 
perjured voters. 

Six o'clock recess Was taken. 

After recess Mr. Fraser said that 
the Conservatives with taking good 
care that Pritchett’s affidavits were 
made in Detroit.

The relieving column was a compos- 
ite force under Col. Mahon, of about 
2,300 men. 

(‘Signed,) MILNER." 

London, May 21, 2.25 p. m.—The As- 
sociated Press is able to sa'y that no 
message from President Kruger, dir 
ect or Indirect, has recently been 
received by Lord Salisbury or by any 
department of the British Govern- 
ment, nor, it may be added, is any 
communication from him dealing with 
the question of the cessation of hos- 
tilities expected by them in the im- 
mediate future. “The proximity of 
peace, according to the Government 
point of view, will remain a matter 
of military progress. How soon the 
latter may bring about the former 
is still too suppositive a question for 
serious forecast on the part of any 
high Government official. 

The consensus of opinion, as gleaned 
by the Associated Press at the Goy- 
ernment offices, is that the Boer de- 
legates will exhaust every effort in 
the United States before President 
Kruger sues directly through Lord 
Salisbury, who himself does not  be- 
lieve the ~ delegates will accomplish 
much in America. 

The official confirmation of the re- 
lief of Mafeking does uway with the 
lingering doubts which existed in the 
minds of a few people who have jot 
into the habit of believing nothing 
but War Office despatches.

“Fifty rifles and 3,000 rounds were 
surrendered by the Free Staters to a 
battalion of Yeomanry working 
along the telegraph line from Boshof 
to Bloemfontein. 

“A field cornet and 86 burghers 
surrendered at Boshof yesterday. 

“While at Hoopstad, Methuen se 
cured 250 rifles and between 400,000 
and 500,000 rounds of ammunition.” 

Peace ut Auy Cost, 

Antwerp, May 21. — A report has 
reached here from The Hague that 
the Boers will now sue for peace at 
any cost. Even President Kruger 
and Steyn have become discouraged. 

More Vrisoners at St, Helena. 

London, May 21,—It is announced 
that 500 Boer prisoners arrived at 
St. Helena on Saturday. 

Annexution of Free State, 

Now York, May 21. — In his Lon- 
don cable letter to yesterday morn- 
ing’s Tribune, Mr. Isaac N, Ford pre- 
dicts the annexation of the Free State 
by proclamation of Lord Roberts, on 
the Queen's Birthday. 

De Wet Wants to Strrender, 

London, May 21. — A special de- 
spatch from Kroonstad says that 
Gen, De Wet has sent word that he is 
prepared to- surrender conditionally 
with his whole commando. It later 
appeared that the De Wet who offer- 
ed to surrender with 1,000 men was 
not the well known Gen. De Wet, but 
Commandant De Wet. He stipulated 
that his men*should be allowed to 
return to their farms. Lord Roberts 
replied that the surrender must be 
unconditional.

London, May 22.—Lord Roberts re- 
ports to the War Office in tt despatch 
dated Kroonstad, Muy 21, as follows: 
—‘*Mahon: reports that the) flying 
column entered Mafeking at 4 a.m., 
May 18. He was stubbornly opposed 
ty 1,500 men on May 17th, nino miles 
from Mafeking, but the Boers were 
driven from their strong positions 
after five hours fighting, thanks, he 
says (o the magnificent qualities of 
his troops, A detachment of Cana- 
dian Artillerly, by a series of forced 
marches, reached him the morning of 
the fighting and rendered very valu- 
able assistance. Myhon’s casualties 
were about thirty. The Boer los- 
ses were heavy.” 

-London, May 22.—A despatch to the 
Daily Mail, dated Mafeking, May 13, 
says: Among the prisoners captur- 
ed with Commandant Eloff are Count 
de Brement a Frenchman, and Count 
Von Weiss a German. It is found 
that the Boers were guided by two 
deserters named Hay and Bottom. 
At the enemy’s request we handed 
over their dead. ‘To-day one of our 
men was asked to surrender and re- 
plied “Never.” ‘The Boers at once 
Shot him thropgiethe head. — . 

Pretoria, Monday, Muy 21.—An open 
air meeting was held t0Oday by the 
local Hollanders, 200 of whom were 
present to consider the situation in 
the event that Pretoria should be 
beleagured. A committee was ap- 
pointed to secure a place of safety 
for the women and children. ‘The | 
Consul-General of the Netherlands, 
Herr Nieuwen Huys, was asked to 
advise his Government to take its 
Subjects. One speaker said the posi- 
tion was most dark. The British, he 
declared, would be masters of the 
ree State and the Transvaal; 
might would be right, the capitalists 
would dominate, the poor would be 
the sufferers and the Hollanders ; 
would haye no chance. Dr. Hey ms | 
contradicts the reports circulated re- | 
garding the health of President Kru- 
«er which he says is good. Herr Kru- 
ger is transacting all the work of 
the Presidency. In accordance with | 
an understanding with Gen. Botha | 
and President Steyn, the Govern- 
ment has issued a circular stating 
that should the enemy succeed in 
gaining a position in the Transvaal 
and take possession of one or the 
other districts, the inhabitants 
would be free to decide whether or 
not to leave their families on the 
farms, but the men must remain with 
the Commandoes. 

London; May 22.—The second edi- 
tion of the Daily Mail this morning 
contains a despatch from Jaumadibis, 
under date of May 15th, which says: 
—The British left Salagal on Sunday 
at sunrise making n detour to the 
westward in order to avoid Koodoost 
Rand, where there was a strong force 
of Boers. The manoeuvre was suc- 
cessful, but a large force of Boers, 
in ambush was encountered. A col- 
umn of Light Horse dislodged the 
Boers, who endeavored to enfilade the 
convoy, but were prevented by the 
artillery and the enemy fled, our 
reir guard, composed of the Kim- 
berley Horse, enfilading their  re- 
treat, Capt. Hands was wounded 
Sustaining a compound fracture 
the thigh. The Boers left. thirty 
dead, The. columns arrived here 
this morning and met Col, Plumer's 
force. 

London, May 22,—A despatch to tho

I 
assure you that’s one Majuba anni- 
versary I will never forget. The 
R.C. R. didn’t feel much like rejoic- 
ing. © It may seem strange to you, 
but nevertheless its fact, our 
Stomachs were giving us niore uneasi- 
ness than anything else; even Lord 
Roberts’ atirring address didn't 
mike us feel like Hercules. 

We are now living, so to speak, in 
luxury. Our tents arrived here 
last Thursday and were pitched next 
day im the midst of a terrific rain- 
storm, the like of which 1 never wit- 
nessed before. I tell you its all 
right sleeping in a tent—when you 
have been for two months on the bare 
ground, sometimes without blankets 
or great coats.. Woe were each issued 
on extra blanket to-day, and every 
main has a rubber sheet, so we are 
quite snug, and, which is still better, 
we drew our pay this a,m., not too 
bad, on Ash Wednesday. We expect. 
to leave here on the fifteenth, 80,000 
troops move on that day. Tt will 
give old K. a fit when he sees us com- 
ing. The Inniskillen Dragoons came 
im Saturday; they are a fine Regi- 
ment—the best I've seen with the 
excéption of the Life Guards, far 
ahead of either the Coldstream or 
Foot Guards. We are for outpost 
duty to-night—and it has commenced 
to rain; good job we have our blan- 
kets. Four Companies go out. 
Those Frenchmen in Montreal do not 
make it very pleasant for the French- 
men in the R.C.R. Too bad the Mc- 
Gill’s didn’t get at them when they 
pulled down the old flag. I hope 
their influence won't stop the extra 
few cents which Canada is willing to 
give us. I got a new pair of boots 
to-day and we had a company inspec- 
tion this morning and I was lucky 
enough to have a complete kit. Woe 
have had two trips within the last 
ten days; took three days rations 
with us each time, the object being 
to get Gen. French’s Division out of 
difficulties. 

You have heard of the Coy Drift 
affair, We marched 26 miles that 
daly the (81st ult.) the enemy, fled on 
our approach. The Nineteenth Bri- 
gade are always sent out whem there 
is fierce work to be done. We didn’t 
have a chance to fire a shot ; were 
just extended in skirmishing order, 
the R.C. R's and the Shrapshires 
firing line, Gordons supports and 
the Cornwalls reserves. The R.C.R’s 
are*always honored by being put in 
the firing line—I believe its the soft- 
est place too for the Boers are poor 
range finders. 

They seem to be having things a 
little their own way these days, but 
wait, This two weeks rest for 80,- 
000 of us around Bloemfontein isn’t 
for nothing, look out for a cyclone 
about the end of the moon when Lord 
Roberts moves with the Lion's 
Whelps. «Mr. Boer will pay for his 
fun.

War Office issues a despatch from 
Lord Roberts, under date of Honing's 
Spruit, May 22, announcing the re- 
ceipt by him of the following mess- 
age from Major-General Baden-Po- 
well; “Mafeking, May 17—I am hap- 
tly to inform you that Mafeking was 
successfully relieved to-day. The 
northern and southern columns joined 
hands on May 15th and attacked the 
enemfy yesterday and after a small 
engagement entirely defeated them 
with. loss. The British casualties 
Were three killed and twenty-two 
wounded. The relieving force mar- 
ched into Mafeking at nine o'clock 
this morning, and the relaef and de- 
fence forces combined and moved out 
aod attacked the enemy's head 
laager. We shelled them out and 
néarly captured Snyman and took one 
gun, a flag and a large amount of 
ammunition stores, etc. Five dead 
and fifteen wounded Boers were 
found. The enemy appeared to be 
retreating in all direclions except one 
commando, which is*lying low, pos- 
sibly to cover the retreat of the 
remainder. Captain Maclaren and 
Corporal Murray were found in the 
Boer hospital. They are doing well. 
The townspeople and the garrison of 


Mafeking are heartily grateful for 
their relief.” 
Lord Roberts’ despatch further 


Says: “Ian Hamilton reached Heilbron 
this morning after a series of en- 
gagements with a Boer force under 
De Wet, who is retreating before him. 
Broadwood has captured fifteen Boer 
wagons, There have been seventy- 
five casualties in Hamilton’s force 
to yesterday evening. We marched 
here this morning.” 

Honing’s Spruit, Orange Free State, 
Tuesday evening, May 22.—General 
French has crossed the Rhonoster 
River, northwest of here. This

Toronto, May 23. — Rev. Alexan- 
der Burns, D.D,, LL.D., ex-President 
of the Hamilton Ladies’ College, and 
one of the most Widely known Metho- 
alist ministers in Canada, died last 
night at his residence here, 128 Pem 
broke street, The death of Rey. Mr 
Burns was not altogether unexpected, 
he having been very low for the past 
three days and ill for the last ten 
duys.

While there on two 
occasions three drinks were taken 
to the room held by the twa, 

These Witnesses wero followed by 
Pred Latta. Fred Tatta is a brother 
of William I’. Latta, a customs offi- 
cer. On the morning of April 20, 
Officer Latta asked his brother Fred 
to Watch two men whom he suspect- 
ed of being smugelers. The brothers 
Were in a drug store on tho corner 
of Ontario avenue and Main street, 
Suspension Bridge, when the request 
Was made.

London, May 28, 2.15 p.m.—Although 
the Federals are Said to be preparing 
for strong resistance at Klip River,

cupation of Heidelberg. Lord Ro- 
berts may be forced to halt at thea 
Vaal River to repair the bridge and 
get his guns and transport across, 
but the Mounted men will not be de- 
layed and it is said in high quarters 
that the speedy announcement of the 
arrival of the British Cavalry at 
Johannesburg will not surprise 
War Office. 

A despatch from Mafeking, dated 
May 23, says the total casualties 
Since the commencement of the siege 
were 803.

Paul had ‘within him the soul of a 
true soldier, No one can read his 
writings or speeches wilhout seeing 
that he was u brave and _ resolute 
man. The story of his missionary 
journeyings tells the same tale. He 
faced the dangers and difficulties of 
travels in strange lands, frequently 
in-the midst of enemies with the same 
dauntless courage and  resoluteness 
with which we have seen our sol- 
diers march through the new and 
untried territories of South Africa, 

Many of his similes are drawn from 
military service. When St. Paul 
penned this epistle there was a 
strange manifestation in the church 

at Corinth, where Christian converts 
were giving expression to their new 
born feeling im the utterance of ex- 

cited rhapsodies, unintelligible to the 
refiy ‘The Aypd@stle warns than 
against the danger of magnifying the 
importance of the unknown tongues 
or mistaking them for pn expression 
of practical religion. They could 
guide or instruct none, No. sol- 
dier on service entangleth himself in 
the affairs of this life that he may 
please Him that enlisted him to be 

a soldier. When Paul speaks of the

buckler. Thus the apostle fully real- 
ized the actuualities of warfare. — He 
knew that the rising up of nation

Ottawa, May 30.—When tho House 
opened yesterday afternoon Sir 
Charles Pupper took exception to 
correspondent Smalley’s correspon 
dence in the London Times, in which 
he stated that he (Sir Charles) Was 
the mouthpiece of the Canadian dis 
content in sending the contingents 
Nothing was further from the truth; 
indeed, the discontent was exhibited 
by Messrs. Tarte, Bourassa and Mon- 
et, three Liberals, one of thom a 
Minister of the Crown 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that he 
was at a loss to discover Sir Charles 
Tupper’s motive in bringing up this 
matter, unless it was to prevent pub- 
lic opinion from dwelling too severe 
ly on certain dissentions said to ex- 
ist in the Conservative party. He 
hinted that perhaps Mr, Smalley had 
forined his opinions by reading Sir 
Charles speeches at Quebec and Mont- 
real, He closed by accusing Sir 
Charles of wobbling. 

Sir Charles Tupper made a vigorous 
reply, reminding the House that the 
Premier had not yet taken the strong 
Stand which he (the Speaker) had 
done regarding purity of elections, 
Tho incident then closed. 


Hew the Farmer Is Kobbed, 


The next matter was binder twine, 
Mr. Taylor said there were numerous 
broken pledges to the credit of the 
Governnient in this connection, and 
he held that the blue book issued un- 
der the hand and seal of Hon. David 
Mills was a fulsome defence of the 
Government's action in respect to the 
manufacture and sale of binder twine 
product by convict labor. The fact 
Was that the Government did not do 
business on business principles. A com- 
bine, aided and abetted by the Goy- 
ernment, for the control of the bind- 
er twine to the disadvantage of the 
farmers, Was the charge made by Mr. 
Taylor in his speech. Mr. Taylor  in- 
sinuated that the selling of the Gov- 
ernment binder twine to Bate & 
Sons, Ottawa, was in the nature of 
a favor extended by the Government 
for a favor received. The favor se 
cured was in connection with Sin Wil-. 
frjd Laurier’s purchase of a house. 
Sir Wilfrid has said in the House 
that he had paid $5,000 down and 
had given a mortgage for the balance 
of the purchase money, $4,500, Mr. 
Taylor read an abstract from the re- 
gistry office, in which it was stated 
that the purchase price had been 
$9,500. The mortgage was for $5,- 
500 and had been paid off by H. M. 
Bate, Robert MacKay and F. C. Ed- 
wards. Sir Wilfrgl had told ‘‘a 
falsehood of a $1,000."

Lord Koberts Reports That He Will Bo

m.) — We arrived here this afternoon 
Without being seriously opposed. No 
casualties, so far as I am aware, in 
the main column and not many, I 
trust, in the cavalry and mounted in- 
fantry.

We 
have possession of the junction con- 
necting Johannesburg with Natal, 
Pretoria and Klerksdorp by rail- 
roads. ; 

“Johannesburg is reported quiet and 
no mines, I understand, have been in- 
jured. 

‘Ml Shall summon the commandant 
in the morning and if, as I expect, 
there is no opposition I propose to 
enter the town With all the troops at 
noon.”’ 


Germiston is a suburb to the south- 
east of the Johannesburg railway 
junction, and Gen, Roberts mentions 
it in his message to the War Oflice, 
probably because Blandsfontein sta- 
tion is further eastward, Addition- 
al evidence that the mines are intact 
comes in a message received by a 
mining company here yesterday from 
its Johannesburg representative, da- 
ted May 28, via Delagoa Bay, say- 
ing: “All right."’
